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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 , 8 and 1 1 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not provide in claimed 
combination of the detecting section and the entry section as claimed. 

Claims 2 and 6 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach the entry section 
and the detecting section as claimed. 

Claims 3, 9 and 12 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in claimed 
combination the entry section as claimed. 

Claims 4, 1 0 and 1 3 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in claimed 
combination the entry section as claimed. 
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Claim 5 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "... wherein, when the detecting section finds that an amount of data 
stored in the second memory exceeds a vacant memory space in the fourth memory, 
and that an amount of data stored in the first memory is smaller than a vacant memory 
space in the third memory, the entry section enters at least some of the data stored in 
the second memory in the third memory in the order of the highest frequency to the 
lowest frequency of use as measured by the frequency measuring section. " 

Claim 7 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach the claimed combination, 
of the entry and detecting step as claimed. 

Claims 14-19 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in claimed 
combination of the entry section as claimed. 

Claim 20 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest the entry 
section as claimed.
